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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable in view of the amendments made in the 10-13-2006 
amendment for the reasons advanced by applicant in the remarks accompanying the 
10-13-2006 amendment. Additionally, it is noted with respect to the 1 1-13-2006 
Information Disclosure Statement that this prior art is either less relevant or cumulative 
to the prior art of record. Further, although prior art such as EP 1048492 disclose 
encapsulating a power source and a portion of a connecting terminal (note battery 30 
encapsulated in encapsulation material 40 and plug 38), this encapsulation material 40 
"provides a rigid protective shell" as distinguished from attachment patch 46 that is 
formed from rubber, it being considered clear that the ordinary artisan would have 
understood that encapsulation material "40" in EP '492 is not rubber, this being in 
contrast to the present claims which require that the power source be embedded into 
rubber.
